THE DOCTORS’ RULLETIN, 

The tollowing bulletin was issued at 10 
lock: Consultation, 8 a. m., May 2.— 
Gen. Sheridan passed a quiet night, sleeping 
most of the time. He woke for a few moments 
atintervals of about half an hour, recogniz- 
Ing and conversing rationally with those in 
theroom. The respiration and pulse remain 
good. On the whole, the condition noted in 
last evening’s bulletin continues with even 


slight improvement.

f MUCH BETTER. 

Gen. Sheridan is repotred to be much better 
this morning and his military aides express 
themselves as feeling encouraged to believe 
that he has a fair chance forrecovery. There 
Was an air of cheerfulness about the members 
ofthe household this morning that indicated 
better than words that there had beena de- 
cided change for the better in 
the sick soldier’s condition. The first 
intelligence of his condition came from Col. 


Blunt, who remained at the house all night. 
— left it about 6:30 o’clock to go home for 
kfast, and as be passed the newspaper 
men in waiting said that the General hada 
very comfortable night, and that one of the 
sicians had told him afew minutes before 

t the General was ‘‘doing splendidly.’’ 

**Everything seems to be more favorable 
now,“ said Col. Blunt, and Mrs. Sheridan 
and all of us feel much encouraged. But then, 
you know, the disease is still there and no one 
Can tell what may happen.’’ 

THE PATIENT COMFORTABLE. 

Col. Kellogg relieved Col. Blunt, and after 
2 some little time in the house with 
the physicians and members of the family 
appeared in the front porch about 8 o’olock 
and conversed freely about the case. ‘‘The 
General slept well during the night, said he, 
*‘and now appears to be much refreshed.’’ His 
sleep was natural and restful and not caused 
by narcotics of any kind. His respiration also 
Was casier and more natural, and there was 
no occasion to resort to oxygen treatment at 
all. This compressed oxygen gas has worked 
‘wonders in this case, and the General’s re- 
markable rally from his severe sinking spell 
of yesterday morning is attributed by many of 
=> this agency.’’ 

Dr. Yarrow passed out of the door while Col. 
Kellogg was talking and confirmed his state- 
ments that no artificial means were used dur- 
ing the night to induce slumber orto assist 
breathing. There were the usual number of 
callers during the morning, and the attend- 
ants at the door seemed to e special pleas- 
ure in dilating on the General's improvement. 
One of the 1 sights of the morning was 
when the General’s three girls epee in the 
midst of their play on the beautiful lawn sur- 
rounding the house and gathered some flowers 
to be sent to their afflicted father. 

CONTINUED IMPROVEMENT. 

The physicians met in consultation about 8 
@’clook and prepared the bulletin, announc- 
ing the continued improvement of their pa- 
tient since the favorabie turn indicated in the 
bulletin issued last evening. At 11:45 a. m. it 
‘Was reported from the sick chamber that the 
favorable condition indicated in the morn- 
ing bulletin had been fully maintained; in- 
deed, not an unfavorable 1 or condi- 
tion has appeared since the change for the 
better noted in the 8:80 bulletin of last night. 
The General sleeps at intervals without arti- 
ficial aid. Not a trace of the recurrence of the 
@dema bas so far made its appearance, and, 
all things considered, the General is confi- 
dently believed by his attending physicians 
to be really better.

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BLAINE’S LIEUTENANTS. 


‘Henry George Expelled From the United 
Labor Party. 


Dy Telegraph to the Post-DispaTou. 


AuGcustTa, Me., May 29.—The ransacking of 
Mr. Blaine’s private papers with evident in- 
tent to abstract documents which might be 
used against him has just leaked out. It oc- 


curred in April, 1885; The pilferer probably 
thought important papers concerning the pre- 
vions campaign were packed away in the 
house. The family were absent and the resi- 
dence had remained closed since the previous 
December. The discovery was made by a 
gardener employed on the gronnds. He ob- 
served early in the morning that one of the 
windows of the library was raised 
and that the shutters were thrown wide 
open. Peering in he saw the floor of the 
room strewn with papers. Heat once gave an 
alarm andin company with Walter Stinson 
who is a nephew of Blaine, and Oity Marshal 
Morse made a careful examination of the 

remises. The papers were kept in eight 

wers of a desk in the center of the library 

and in a closet which opened out of one cor- 
ner of the apartment, They had been tumbled 
in and 1 wholly of receipted bills, tel - 
grams of congratulatſon received at the time 
of his nomination and other unimportant 
documents, All the papers of any importance 
had been sifted out, a portion of them for- 
warded to Mr. Blaine’s residence in Washing- 
ton for safe keeping and the remainder left 
with a safe-deposit institution. 

An examination revealed the fact that the 

apers remaining had been overhauled, the 
— unfastened and their contents scat - 
tered over the floors of the library, the billiard 
hall and another room, while a number were 
found upon the cellar bottom. The bills per- 
taining to the building of Mr. Blaine’s Wash- 
ington dwelling were found together as if they 
had been carefully examined. A few were 
found in a ravine on the State ground, ete | 
rods away which probably had been scattere 
by the robbers in their ht. All were gath- 
ered up and returned to the drawers, and the 
residence was closed. From appearances 
the miscreant gained entrance through 
the 3 window and departed through the 
cellar. r. Stinson telegraphed to Mr. Blaine 
concerning the matter and inguired if he 
wished a detective employed follow the 
robbers, to which Mr. Blaine replied he did 
not, and they never have been apprehended. 
He returned home from Washington in about 
a week, and Mr. Stinson says he was unable to 
discover that any of the papers were missing 
except some unimportant grocery receipts, to 
the publication of which he would not havethe 
least objection. In fact, he would not have 
misgivings in making any of those papers 
— but it would be a tedious job to exam- 
ine them all, as the bills alone numbered over 
two thousand. No importance was ever at- 
tached to the affair, which was kept quiet be- 
cause of the stir it might create. It was 
regarded at the time as an attempt to frighten 
Mr. Blaine and his family, rather than any 
serious movement to gain possession of 
private papers. 


Henry George Expelled.

NEw YORK, May 29.—Henry George was ex- 
pelled last night from the Twenty-third As- 
sembly District Association of the Centrai 
Labor Party. The association met in East 


One Hundred and Fifth street, near Third 
avenue. A committee was appointed at a 

revious meeting to prefer charges against 

r. George and notify him to be present last 
night to answer to the allegations. Mr. George 
did not appear, but the charges were prepared. 
They specified that Mr. George had visited 
Washington and immediately afterwards ad- 
vocated the affiliation of the United Labor with 
the Democratic party; that he had 
distinctly stated, contrary to the con- 
stitution of the United Labor party, 
that he would vote for President Cleveland, 
although he had previously denounced him as 
a corruptionist; that he had been guilty of a 
wilful endavor to cast discredit on the organ- 
ization by calling it an annex of the Republil- 
can party, and that he called the United Labor 
party a paper organization. The committee, 
therefore, advised that the following resolu- 
tion be passed: 

Resolved, That we consider the course pur- 
sued by Henry George as a member of this 
United Labor party as unmanly, void of every 
principle of a gentieman, his action that of a 
traitor and, not desiring his fellowship an 
longer, we declare him expelledfrom this 
organization. 


Blaine’s Lieutenants.

Politicians from all parts of the State have 
their eyes on him, and if a dark horse is to be 
brought in none will be more satisfactory to 
the party than Tappan. The convention of the 
neighboring County Green, yesterday virtual- 
ly ended in this district, Judge W. H. Cate 
having received fifty-four instructed votes, 
four more than a majority. This will make the 
convention, which is to be held in this city on 
June 28, rather a tame affair as his opponents, 
Col. Comn and Craig, will not have g@nough 
strength to make the proceedings interesting.

HEAVY RAINS. 


Considerable Damage in Champaign County, 
Illinois—A Levee Break Near White Hall, 
Tll.—Peost-Office Struck by Lightning and 
Destroyed—A Big Boom Near Sioux City.

OTTAWA, III., May 29.—A heavy rain and hail- 
storm, accompanied by lightning, passed 
over the southern part of the county yester- 
day. At Streator the standpipe was 
struck by lightning, sewers were 


bursted and bridge approaches washed 
away, damaging cit and rivate 
property to the amount of $6,000 or 87, At 
Grand Ridge the Post-office was struck by 
lightning and ruined. From reperts coming in 
from the country it is estimated here that half 
the corn crop of the county recently planted 
is washed out and destroyed. 


Twenty Blocks Unroofed.

NEW YORK, May 29.—Twenty business blocks 
were unroofed by a cyclone which struck 
Wellsville, N. T., at 4 o*clock yesterday after- 
noon.

Judge Noonan Declares That He Will Call 
Juries to Try All of Them, 


There were twenty-nine cases on the docket 
ofthe Court of Criminal Correction to-day 
against saloon-keepers charged with violating 
the Sunday law. Judge Noonan realia@ng the 
general impression which prevails that he is 
friendly to the saloon-keepers this morning 
said he would have all the cases tried by jury.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


THE BACHELOR JUDGE DEVOTES ANOTHER 
DAY TO KNOT SEVERANCES, 


Operations of the Default Divorce Mill Under 
the Dome—The Cases of Domestic Misery 
Presented—Judge Dillon Renders an In- 
teresting Decision on Payment of Funeral 
Expenses— further Opinions From the 
Court of Appeals To-Day—Matters in Lit- 
igation. 


Judge Seddon to-day in Court No. 2 took up 
the default divorce docket of Judge Valliant’s 
court, No. 5, for the April term about to close. 
The cases were transferred on account of the 
Lancaster-Glover trial. They presented the 
familiar features of default cases on the di- 
vorce docket as follows: 

ALLEN VS. ALLEN. 

Helena Allen sought a decree of divorce from 
James M. Allen. They were married on the 
9th of March, 1881 and the separation took 
place March 12, 1886. Mrs. Allen alleged that 
her husband subjected her to various indig- 
nities; that he was extremely jealous and ut- 
tered false charges against her repeatedly. 
She also alleged that he struck and beat her 
and failed to provide for her in a suitable man 
ner.He frequently told her that he had no real 
affection for her and finally abandoned her 
and refused to return. 

SPANGLER VS. SPANGLER. 

William Spangler applied for a decree of 
divorce from Maggie Spangier. The marriage 
took place May 18, 1886, and they lived together 
until February 2 of the present year. Mr. 
Spangler alleged that his wife took to drinking 
and rendered his condition intoler- 
able. She utterly neglected her house- 


hold duties and in her drinking 
fits abused and cursed her husband in a 
shameful manner. He also alleged that she 
was in the habit of bringing strange men 
home with herduring her carousals, and in 
his presence acted in a very unbecoming man- 
ner. He was unable to put up with sucha 
tondition of affairs any longer. 
DUVALL vs. DUVALL. 

Annie Duvoll asked for a decree of divorce 
from George Duvall. This appeared to have 
been a very unfortunate alliance. They 
were married October 8, 1880, and the final 
separation took place in Janu of the 
present year. Mrs. Duvall alleged that three 
months after the marriage her husband came 
home drunk and n hie violence 
broke the lamp and thestove and other house- 
hold effects. rom that time on he developed 
a strong taste for liquorand sacrificed every- 
thing for it. He faiied to provide for his wife, 
and treated her shamefully. Several times he 
beat her and threatened her life. At one time 
he was placed in jail for larceny, and he was 
arrested and sent to the Work-house more 
than once for creating disturbances. Mrs. 
Duvall bore with it all for many years, but at 
length her husband’s conduct rendered her 
condition intolerable, and she was compelied 
to appeal to the courts. 

WHIFFIN VS. WHIFFIN. 

Susan J. Whiffin asked for a decree of di- 
vorce from Walter Scott Whiffin. They were 
married at Ocolona, Miss., June 20, 1865. The 
The separation took place in February of last 
year. Mrs. Whiffin slleges that her husband 

eft her without any just cause or provocation 
and has remained away from her. He resides 
in White County, III. Mrs. Whiffin alleges that 
he possessed property valued at $25,000, and 
she asked for alimony. 
COOPER VS. COOPER. 

3 Cooper asked for a decree of divorce 
from Wm.G. Cooper. They were married on 
the East Side, April 17, 1878, and — parted in 
November, 1887. Mrs. Cooper alleged that 
her husband failed to support her and that he 
spent his money in drink. She asked fer the 
custody of the child. 

CANNON VS. CANNON. 

Walter Cannon sought a decree of divorce 
from Susan Cannon. They were married 
July 11, 1877, and they lived together until 
August 18, 1887. At the latter date Cannon 
alleged that his wife sold out the furniture and 
effects and left him without any cause. He 
also charged that his wife was unduly intimate 
with other men on several occasions, and that 
she took pleasure in associating with people of 
ill repute. 

BERNDT V8. BERNPT. 

Herman Berndt asked for a decree of divorce 
from Lillie Berndt. They were married at 
Minier, Tazwell Co., III., September, 1883, 
and they lived together until February 17, 
1886. Mr. Berndt alleged that his wife left 
him without any cause or provocation on his 

art. He had treated her at ail times with 

indness and affection. 
BAUTE VS. BAUTE. 

Mary Angela Baute sought a decree of di- 
vorce from Henry Baute. hey were married 
in Baltimore November 21, 1866, and they lived 
together until January 27, 1887. Mrs. Baute 
alleged that Henry was drunk the greater por- 
tion of the time; that he beat and abused her 
shamefully and subjected her to various in- 
dignities, rendering her condition intolerable. 
There were three children by the marriage. 
Mrs. Baute asked for the custody of the chil- 
dren, for a suitable allowance of alimony and 
for restoration of former name, rock- 


schmidt. 
ZARUBA VS. ZARUBA. 

A petition for divorce was filed in the Circuit 
Court to-day by Lena Zaruba against Charles 
Zaruba. They were married in February, 
1881, and they lived together until October 14 

„ Mrs. Zaruba alleges that her husban 
abandoned her without any cause. One child 
was born of the marriage.

A Married Woman's Funeral Expenses. 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered adecision in 
the suit of August Breckland vs. Bernard 
Brittner, executor of Anna Knuewe, deceased. 


This was a claim presented by an undertaker 
for the funeral of Mrs. Knuewe. The only ob- 
jection of the defendant against the allow- 
ance of the claim was that the 
Probate Court had no jurisdiction 
in the matter, for the reason that the deceased 
was a married woman at the time of her 
death. The Court holds that the position 
cannot be maintained. The only question 
was whether it was a demand entitied to be 
allowed against the estate, and that question 
the Probate Court is as competent to adjudicate 
as any other court. The claim does not stand 
on the same footing as claims based on con- 
tracts made by married women. It is not based 
onacontract at all. Claims for funeral ex- 
pene from ancient times in Eugland have 

een recognized as entitied to be paid out of 
the estate of the deceased in preference to 
creditors. In this country the statute 
provides that demands againstthe estate of 
any deceased rson for funeral expenses 
shall be placed in the first class. It was in-

No 
doubt he is liable to pay the expenses of the 
funeral. Butitis not inconsistent with the 
idea that her estate is liabletoo. The primary 
liability between the husband and the estate 
of the wife may be settied between them- 
selves, but the remains cannot go without 
buriai while they are settling the dispute and 
the man who renders the services shall be 
ere out of the estate in preference to every- 

ody else. 

In a case where it is clear that the funeral 
was furnished relying on the credit of the 
husband the case may be different. In this 
case there is no claim that the funeral was 
furnished on the credit of the husband or that 
he had the means to pay for it. The claim will 
be allowed in the first class.

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HIS LIFE IN DANGER. 


JOHN BRIGHT’S PRESENT ILLNESS OALLING 
FORTH UNIVERSAL SYMPATHY. 


Extraordinary Feuds in London—The Cricket 
Matches—A Steamship Sensation—Rus- 
sia’s New Railroad Into Asia—Emperor 
Frederick’s Condition — Reviewing the 
Crown Prince’s Brigade— The Chinese 
Troubles in Australia—Fforeign News.

LONDON, May 29.—Jobn Bright’s illness calls 
forth universal sympathy. In late years his 
health has never been really satisfactory, 
being somewhat enfeebled, both in body and 
intellect, His present serious illness, how- 
ever, is very sudden, Only last Friday he 
promised to attend yesterday's meeting at 
Birmingham, where Chamberlain spoke for 
the purpose of creating a Liberal Unionist 
Association in that town, and as recently as 
Sunday he attended service at the Quaker 
meeting house at Rochdale. But he was then 
ailing, and the day before had relinquished a 
political engagement. Itis now known that 
he is suffering trom congestion of the lungs. 
Several members of Mr. Bright’s family were 
summoned in haste last night. The latest 
accounts are more reassuring, but that his life 
is in danger is not denied. For a long time 
past he has taken go little active part in public 
affairs that nis death would have little effect 
on English politics. His denunciations of 
Gladstone at the election of 1886 seriously 
damaged the Liberal party, but since he has 
80 consistently supported the Tories on all 
questions, that his utterances are much less 
effective. In spite of his differences with old 
friends and associates, he is the only seces- 
sionist Liberal whose name is never received 
at Liberal meetings with hisses and groans.

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COMPLETED AT LAST. 


The New Russian Railway Into the Heart of 
Asia. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, May 29.—The great Russian rail- 
way into the heart of Asia is at last a fact, 
and you can now go from London almost to 
the boundary of the Chinese Empire in twelve 
days. The immense strategic and commer- 
cial importance of this event is not indicated 
at all by anything visible in the great London 
dailies. Each contained a small press dis- 
patch yesterday morning announcing the 
opening of the road, but no special article or 
editorial comment appeared in any of them. 
When one remembers the great excitement 
that once clustered around Merv, through 
which the road passes, and now over Herat, 
and the fact that the new road places 
the whole of the Russian army only five days 
distant from Northern India, and much nearer 
to Afghanistan, one is inclined to believe that 
Engiland’s ts of fear of Russia's encroach- 
ments are of an intermittent and epileptic 
character. From St. Petersburg the new line 
runs through Moscow, Wormneh, Rostov and 
Viadi-Kavkas. Here the route is barred by 
the Caucasus range, over which the line is not 
yet completed, and you have to travel eigh- 
teen hours overa pass 8,000 feet high, 2,000 
feet higher than the St. Gothard and Simplon. 
With scenery twice as wild as that of Switzer- 
land, the Caucasus will be the great summer 
resort ofthe future. On the other side you 
take a steamer at Baku, cross the Caspian Sea 
to Ossoum Ada, where the new line begins, and 
go 1,000 miles further through Kezil-Arvat, 
Geok-Tepe, Askabad, Merv and Bokhara to 
Samarcand. The road is well built and thor- 
oughly equipped. The commercial impor- 
tance of the new route is very great. The rich 
valley of the Oxus, which is the Mississippi of 
Central Asia, now opened up, had no Euro- 
pean outlet save by caravan. The resources 
of this territory are of all kinds, mineral and 
agricultural, and aii are undeveloped, The 
effect on civilization of the new line can bet- 
ter be imagined than described, considering 
the fact that all the great mechanical advances 
and the highest civilization ofthe nineteenth 
century will now be carried into barbaric 
Asia. The effect on school geographies is not 
even to be surmised.

The Poisoning of Five Persons at a Texas

Four hundred and fifty-three devices for 
the prevention of smoke have passed 
through this examination successfully, 
consequeutiy there exist inthis country 453 
devices intended to lessen the volume of 
smoke emission from furnace stacks and 
chimneys, each one of which number con- 
tains some degree of merit and novelty. 

In the face of this fact itis idle to say that 
there are no means forthe prevention of the 
smoke clouds emitted from nearly every fac- 


tory of the city. 
Such a statement is not only idle, it is ab- 


surd.

Another argument urged is the cost to manu- 
facturers imposed by the ordinance for devices 
to prevent the smoke. Admitting that no 
saving of fuel results upon the introduction of 
the new system of steam making that argu- 
ment is of no force, 

Are not classes of citizens constantly taxed 
for the benefit of other classes? Have not 
sinall property-owners and lease-holders been 
compelled to pay large tax-bills that the 
streets leading to the manufactories of 
the city might be in condition 
suitable for teams to pass over 
them drawing heavy loads? The police pro- 


tection given manufacturers and all the com- 
munal benefits they enjoy are not the out- 
growth of their own efforts altogether nor al- 
together at their charges. 

f a citizen deprives a manufacturer of a 
right, creates a nuisance that affects that 
manufacturer, he is compelled to abate the 
nuisance. 

Smoke is a nuisance that. the manufacturer 
should be compelled to abate. 

Maybe it would be necessary for him to in- 
crease his boiler capacity to doit. Maybe the 
boiler capacity of the city would have to be 
increased 40 per cent, as an engineer told the 
House of Delegates committee. Even that 
would not be a burden when the saving of fuel 
that would result aken into 
consideration. Add to that saving of fuel the 
reduction of the amount of annual damage to 
homes—to the buildings and furniture, to 
stocks of shopkeepers, and the health of the 
people, and it will be seen the abatement of 
the smoke nuisance means a wonderful biess- 
ing to the city. 

Experts have held that the smoke can be 
abated if not altogether done away with. 
Manufacturers have told the House of Dele- 

ates committee that they have succeeded in 

oing away with the smoke, 

And if more testimony is needed let them 
read the following. It isa letter from an en- 
gineer of experience. The tests he has made 
can be verified: 

THE ENORMOUS FUEL WASTE. 


To the Editor af the Post-vispatch: 

I have been reading the articles in your 
valuable paper on ‘‘smoke’’ with a great deal 
of — .: Those people who say that smoke 
cannot be prevented advertise their igno- 
rance. Smoke has been prevented at the 
Niedringhaus Stamping Works for several 
years. * answer tothe question whether it 
can be prevented advantageously under 
steam-generating boile:s, I will give you the 
results of four different tests which I made 
with asmoke- preventing furnace which is in 
constant use. The first test was made in 
June, 1883, the water being weighed on a 
Fairbanks scale, as was also the coal, Dur- 
ing ten hours I used 4,250 pounds lump coal 
and evaporated 36,550 pounds of water or 408 
gallons per hour, which was 8 6-10 pounds of 
water for each pound of coal consumed. 
Temperature of water 6 deg., steam pressure 
110 pounds, This furnace and boiler gave such 
good satisfaction that the company had two 
more manufactared. I took tests of them as 
follows: On * 7, 1888, during five hours 
evaporated 20,875 pounds of water or 489 gal- 
lons per hour and consumed 2,730 pounds of 
coal, giving an evaporation of 7 9-20 pounds of 
water to the pound of coal. This was the 
waste slack coal such as is thrown away at the 
mines or used as railroad ballast ard furnished 
for $1 per carioad at the mines. On May 14, 
1888, fired for ten hours with 
coal and forced the fire, used 4,600 
pounds of lump coal and evaporated 
45 , 56242 ae eon of water, or 546 3-10 gallons per 
hour, giving an evaporation of 9 9-20 pounds 
of water for each pound of coal. On May 16, 
1888, mede moderate werking test for ten 
hours and used $3,500 poun lump coal and 
evaporated 36, 187 pounds of water, or 43642 inn 
lons per hour, giving an evaporation of 10 
pounds of water to pound of coal used, 
without deducting what remained in the fur - 
nace after the teste were finished. Those re- 
sults were never obtained before. The tests 
for 1888 were made with water at 200 deg., 
steam pressure 9 to 100.

sIR THOMAS GRATTAN ESMONDE, 


The Distinguished Irish Agitator and Mem- 
ber of Parliament Returns Home,

New York, May 2.—Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde, the Irish Agitator, will sail on the 
Alaska this morning after a visit of eight 
months to this country.

He has 
made nearly two hundred speeches in favor of 
home rule in Ireland, and has been enthust-

National League. At a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Parliamentary Fund 
Association, held in the Buckingham Hotel 
esterday, it was resolved to send 
f10, 000 tothe Irish Parliament party by Sir 
homas Esmonde. In speaking of his visit 
here Mr. Esmonde said to a reporter: “I have 
been in nearly all of your large cities and 
many of the small towns. Wherever I have 
been I have found the same whole-hearted 
sympathy for the cause of home rule. I find 
earnest support of Parnell and Gladstone 
and a well-settled conviction that 
home rule will be firmly estab- 
lished before long. I have been predict- 
ing ittwo years hence—certainly soon after. 
The support of the American public is of the

RACING IN TEXAS, 


A Sharp Trick, and How Its Perpetrator Was 
Saved From Hanging. 


H. S. Devine of San Antonio, whois in the 
city attending the races, while in the corridor 
ofthe Southern Hotel, said to a PostT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter: ‘‘Racing is now honestly con- 
ducted, or at least reasonably so, at the large 
race meetings, but 1 can remember the 

time when the ability of the contesting horses 
had less than anything else to do with the re- 


sultofarace. The betting governed every- 
thing, especially on the smaller tracks, and 
ten years ago racing in Texas, at least, could 
be called a swindle, modified by lynch law. 
remember a case that occurred near Fannin 
which nearly resuited in a bloody tragedy, 
and gavé the notorious Texas outiaw, Ben 
Thompson, notonly a new lease of life, but 
ulso eventually elected him City Marshal of 
Austin. A fellow named Phillips, who had 
under his charge what was by all means the 
best racing stable in Texas, had entered 
several horses in the races, and they had so 
invariably won that when the great 
race of the meeting occurred, in which 
his best horse was entered, the betting was 
something like 4 to 1 on it, and little money 
could be obtained even at these figures. Phil- 
lips was a racing man for revenue only and 
felt that while he could make no considerabie 
sum by letting his horse win, he could do very 
well indeed if he lost. He informed a number 
of his Austin friends of his intentions, 
and said that he wonld see to it 
that his horse came in behind. But when he 
informed his jockey that he was to lose the 
race he met with an unexpected diflicuity as 
the boy refused to pull the horse stating that 
he wduld be mobbed if he did so and threat- 
ening to let the cat out ofthe bag if his em- 
ployer insisted. This would never do and the 
conspirators were at their wits end, but Phil- 
lips, who knew a thing or two, told 
them not to worry, that he would fix things ail 
— Accordingly he had his horse saddled 
with a tree that he had made on purpose. The 
stirrup was stepped with a spring strong 
enough to bear a light weight, but which 
‘would give way when any great pressure was 
placed 1 — it. He ordered his jockey to wait 
on his horses, and to come away with a 
rush, under whip and spur, when he reachod 
the straight. The boy obeyed orders, kept 
wellin the ruck atan easy gallop and when 
‘the turn was passed begun to ride. Of course 
he rose in his stirrups to urge his horse for- 
ward, the springfsnapped, letting the leather 
drop, the jockey was huried headlong from 
Mis saddle and the horse lost, greatly to the 
rofit of the owner and his friends, and to the 
oss of those not in the plot. 
THOMPSON TO THE RESCUE.

The crowd, knowing his formida- 
bie reputation, drew back, a parley en- 

ued and the result was that the 
ustin contingent were allowed to depart 
nharmed with their ill-gotten gains. his 
Was the making of Thompson, He had been 
threatened with lynching if he ever returned 
to Austin, but the men who had escaped 
lolence by his aid showed their gratitude by 
— only making it possible for him to return, 
ut also soon afterwards put him at 
the head of the police force, a position which 
he heid until he was killed by the friends of a 
man he had murdered in San Antonio. The 
harp racing tricks, bowever, were no longer 
bra oed, as it was well understood that any 
ishonesty would be paid with a rope, and to- 
day our races will compare in square running 
with any in the country.’’

The Racquet Club Tourney Creates a Deal of 
Interest and Rivalry.

This result is directly attribut- 
able to the fact that there were only four com- 
petitorsin the battle at the Racquet Court 
Club. The limited number of entries had this 
great singnficance; that after scouring the en- 
tire country but three amateurs were found 
who were willing to try conclusions with 
Champion Orvette Oddie, Jr., a wonder in 
amateurdom. There were a number of first- 
class amateur billiardists who would have 
liked to have entered, but who 
withheld their names because they 
had the notion that others who 
could easily defeat Oddie would enter, and 
leave them no chance of winning the emblem. 
A group of would-be competitors, who could 
discount Oddie, did apply for places in the 
— be but these were all discovered, upon 
searching the records, to be professionals. 
This revelation had a wonderful effect in ele- 
vating the spirit and hope of the gentiemen 
amateurs who bad held back, and they have 
declared their intention of going into active 
practice in the fall for the next tourney. 
Among these intending competitors is young 
E. W. Jewett of the Racquet Court Club, a 
skilled amateur.

ity also considerthe advisability of lifting an 
unjustiy imposed obstacle to the entry of 

oung Frank Dugro, the brother of Judge 

jugro, into future competitions. You Mr. 

Dugro is a graceful and exceptionally brMllant 
player, buthe is now classed as a profes- 
sional, because once in San Francisco to aid a 
charity he played an exhibition game, to wit- 
ness which the spectators were charged an 
admission feethat wenttothe charity asso- 
ciation. Mr. Dugro has, for several 
years past, been ready with proofs to demon- 
strate that before he played this game 
he was positively assured by the managers 
thathe would not in any way endanger his 
standing as an amateur bythe exhibition. 
Though he was made the victim of a trick he 
has had to bear the consequences just as 
though he had knowingly forfeited his claim 
to rank as an amateur. Mr. McCreery of St. 
Louis,who, three years ago, was probably the 
finest amateur player in America, forfeited his 
rights as an amateur by accepting $300 for act- 
ing as referee atthe Schafer-Vignaux match 
in Cosmopolitan Hall. He did this with his 
eyes open to the danger, though, and justly 
has to take the severe consequences. 

With young Dugro restored to his rank as an 
expert amateur,and young Jewett also en- 
tered, next year’s tourney is certain to pro- 
vide fine entertainment for the lovers of 
billiards, who like to see 2 contested 
honestly and on the merits of the players, and 
gentlemen patrons of the Racquet Court Club 
are assured of contests upon which they can 
make friendly wagers to their hearts’ content. 
It is not at all unlikely that the tourney of 
1889 will have among its competitors Mr. Von 
Cullen Jones, a young an accomplished 
billlardist of journalistic circles. He is now a 
match for Mr. Alexander Morten, and is not in 
his best form at that. His participation would 
insure the presence of at lenst seven first-class 
competitors, and make the next tourney the 
most interesting amateur billiard competition 
ever held in the country.
